Now, I have wasted my life so 
far to no good purpose; whereas, 
1 could have had a good education 
and been free, respected and hap­ 
py. 
I am not wasting my spare 
moments at night prior to 
the 
time to retire; but I am studying 
for a purpose. 
1 have 
read 
of 
prisoners who have acquired an 


e d u c a t i o n in prison and after they 
were released became prominent 
and useful citizens. 
What others 
have accomplished 1 can 
accom­ 
plish also, and I am determined to 
make the best of my misfortune 1 
can by educating 
myself 
while 
here so when released I will be 
competent of entering into the bat- 
N tie of life unhandieapped by ig­ 
norance; but capable of securing 
respectable and lucrative e m p l o y ­ 
ment. 
Now. I hope that 
you 
wont 
laugh at what I am going to s a y ; 
but I have formed a desire to be­ 
come an attorney. You know there 
are many Mexicans in this state 
that a r e attorneys and are doing 
well, a n d I am not going to stop 
persevering until 1 have acquired 
what I now so earnestly desire— 
that is to become a n attorney when 
I am released. 
You spoke encouragingly of me 
at the time 1 was before the grand 
jury and said that I was a bright, 
intelligent boy, if I would only use 
my intelligence. Now, I am going 
to prove the truthfullness of your 
assertion by making a man of my­ 
self and studying for the better­ 
ment of my condition. 
Please fa­ 
vor me with a short reply to my 
letter and tell me what you think 
of my resolution.

of illiteracy in the United States. 
The work that lias been done is 
for the rural schools, where s e v e n ­ 
ty per cent of the children go to 
school. 


T h e most of the speeeli was tak­ 


en up with the discussion of the 
benefits of the compulsory school 
attendance law and the 
million 
dollar appropriation. 
Both 
of 


th e se hills have been published in 
The Chief and we 
expect 
that 
those interested in them have read 
them. The main points of the at­ 
tendance law as brought out by 
Mr. Cunningham are 
that 
next 
year every child with a few e x ­ 


c e p t i o n s will have to go to school 


s i x t y d a y s . The next year he will 
have to go eighty days, and every 
year thereafter he will havr^to go 
one hundred d a y s. 
The million dollar appropriation 
provides for the giving of 
from 
two to five hundred 
dollars 
to 
schools that meet a certain stand­ 
ard. 
The main essential is that 
the people show that they are try ­ 
ing to have a good school and are 
worthy of one and will support it. 


At a meeting of tin* executive 
committee of the Y. M. B. L. Tues­ 
day afternoon it was decided that 
the organization would lend their 
support to the farmers short course 
that is to be held in Comanche oil 
the 23rd, 24th and 25th of this 
month.

There are to be two ladies 
with the lecture team here who 
will take up all of tin* working 
hours of each day in lectures and 
demonstrations.
